You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said Wilton on Tuesday, the eleventh day of 
March next, at nine o’clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers accord- 
ing to Public Statutes and also bring in your ballots 
for Delegate to the Constitutional Convention. 


2. To hear reports of Town Officers, Agents and 
Committees and pass any vote relating thereto. 


3. To see what sums of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate to defray town charges 
for the ensuing year, including Maintenance of the 
Poor, Highways and Bridges, Street Lighting, Water 
Works and Sewers, State and County Tax, Interest, 
Serial Notes, Health Department, including Nurse, 
Town Officers’ Salaries and Expenses, Police Depart- 
ment, Fire Department, Moth Extermination, Care 
of Cemeteries, Patriotic Purposes, Free Library, Me- 
morial Lot and Town Hall and Lot, State Aid and 
Trunk Line Maintenance and Construction, and mis- 
cellaneous items. 


4. To see if the Town will grant the free use of 
the Town Hall for the following purposes: Roy Bent 
Post No. 10, American Legion; Wilton Fire Depart- 
ment for their annual party; Roy Bent Post No. 10, 
American Legion, and Wilton Public Schools for 
Memorial and Graduation exercises. 
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5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
‘Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


6. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2704.50 (the State to give $2028.) for 
the building of a permanent highway beginning at 
the State Highway, near the residence of John Ray- 
mond, and extending past the cemeteries and lead- 
ing towards Mason on the Abbott Hill road, so- 
called.

Report of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of Wilton: 

During the past year, the Greenville road was 
completed by our road agent, J. V. Tuttle, under the 
supervision of division engineer A. EK. White and the 
cost was slightly less than the amount appropriated. 

The Hickey bridge on the Lyndeboro road was 
replaced with a reinforced concrete structure and 
we feel that the work done was very satisfactory. 

After conferring with the division engineer and 
subject to the approval of the bridge engineer, we 
built a concrete bridge over the Goldsmith brook on 
the Greenville road, using funds from the State Aid 
Maintenance account. 

The long bridge over the Souhegan river near 
the residence of the late Lydia Whitney has been 
newly planked and some new stringers put in. We 
hesitate to spend a large amount of money on the 
west span as it appears to us that the same might 
be filled in and thus save the town in the future, the 
cost of maintenance or rebuilding. 

The ever increasing traffic in automobiles de- 
mand open highways during the winter months and, 
of course, this necessitates the spending of more 
money annually on our trunk line, state aid and 
rural roads, for plowing and sanding. 

It is our opinion that each year more gravel 
should be applied to our rural roads in the worst 
places as fast as possible. The long hill near the 
residence of Mrs. Jennie F. Abbott was badly wash- 
ed in the spring of 1929 and was resurfaced at a cost 
of $1000.00. 

Nine hundred feet of permanent highway on the 
Abbott Hill road, 18 feet wide, 12 inches stone 
base and four inches gravel top, was built by Horace 
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Stearns at a cost of $600.00 to the town. We would 
recommend that these tavo pieces of highway, also 
that previously built adjacent to the above, be oiled 
this year. 

We purchased a gravel loader for the use of the 
highway department, paying for same on a rental 
basis, the balance to be paid early this coming year. 

It is our opinion that the town should purchase a 
larger truck for the use of the highway department 
for snow removal and hauling gravel in the interest 
of economy. 

During the past winter season, the snow has 
been removed from Main street following each 
storm, giving more room for parking cars and elim- 
inating the bad gutters in front of the sidewalks in 
the spring. While we have been fortunate in not 
having any severe storms this past winter, the cost 
of sanding the streets has taken quite a substantial 
sum of money. 

Park Street was completed under the direction 
of highway agent J. V. Tuttle and then oiled. 

We found that in order to do all the oiling nec- 
essary for the proper care of our reconstructed high- 
ways that the appropriation was far too small and 
we therefore, show an overdraft on this item. 

We laid out and built a new highway beginning 
at the end of the highway near the. residence of 
Charles Weston, extending across land of John Lam- 
minen and land of Alex Wesoja to land of Nestor 
Hotakainen. There being no appropriation for this 
purpose, we went into debt for same. 

New ladies’ toilets were installed on the lower 
floor in the Town Hall building back of the entrance 
to the selectmen’s room, making it more convenient 
for the public. 


The room on the upper floor at the north end of 
the building has been rented to the Community Ath- 
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letic Club together with the main hall when not in 
use for other purposes.- Any alterations that were 
done in the club room, such as painting and electric 
wiring, was paid for by the Club. The banquet hall 
was cleaned and painted and new lights installed in 
the main hall and hallways.. We consider the Town 
Hall building in good condition except the floor, and 
that should be relaid in the near future. Alfred T. 
Willette has been employed as janitor of the Town 
Hall building on full time, incidentally taking care 
of the memorial lot and town house park and doing 
police duty part time. 

Soon after town meeting, we were met by of- 
ficials of the Wilton National Bank and other inter- 
ested citizens to consider the building of a cement 
sidewalk from the north end of the new bank build- 
ing to the post office. In view of the fact that the 
bank is a valuable asset to the town and community, 
we had the sidewalk built. The town paid for half 
of the sidewalk in front of the bank and Nellie Per- 
ham’s store. The other abutters paid for the cement 
in front of their property and the town furnished the 
curbing. One thousand dollars was expended on a 
new sidewalk covering the entire length between 
Prince Street and Russell Street and we would rec- 
ommend that the same amount be expended for new 
sidewalks this year. 

We expended $114.40 at the town dump and it 
is now accessible to the public. 

Our report shows a slight decrease in the kia 
debt although not as much as we had anticipated.

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Report of Water Commissioners 
For Year Ending January 31, 1930 


The reservoir was given a thorough cleaning in 
the spring, and afterwards the whole system was 
flushed out, all hydrants opened and tested, and all 
the blow-offs opened, thus clearing the pipes as 
fully as possible. 

The prolonged drouth during the summer and 
fall, which caused so much privation and hardship 
in other places, made it necessary to have the gate 
opened at Burton Pond, and for about six weeks this 
was the principal supply and it took practically all 
the water in this pond, before any rains came to re- 
plenish the usual source. 

The Sanitary Engineer from the State Depart- 
ment made an inspection of the Water Works sup- 
ply, and while he made no specific criticism, he did 
state that there were at various places chances for 
contamination. 

For some time the State Board of Health have 
strongly urged that some treatment be given the 
town water, either filtration or chlorination, and at 
their earnest solicitation we have caused an article 
to be inserted in the Town Warrant so that their 
recommendations may be presented to the voters 
for their decision.

The Fire Department responded to thirty-nine 
fires during the past year. The alarm was sounded 
twelve times for fires, two of which were out of 
town, one in Lyndeboro and one in Milford. Of the 
ten local fires, all but one were brush fires. On the 
night of October 12 fire was discovered in the barrel 
shop of A. L. Curtis on Forest street but was quickly 
extinguished without much damage to the building 
or contents. 

One new piece of apparatus has been added this 
year, a new chemical truck which carries a portable 
pump, and has already proven itself a valuable ad- 
dition. 

At present our housing facilities are very poor 
and we feel that a slight change at the Fire Station 
should be made so as to have all of the apparatus 
housed together and made more accessible for quick 
use. 

We are asking for an increase in our appropria- 
tion this year, as it is very important that we buy a 
little new hose this year and some new tires for the 
old fire truck, as the originals are still on, and get- 
ting old and weak.

Cemetery Committee. 
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Report of Forest Committee 


The Committee on Town Forest appointed by 
virtue of the vote at the last annual Town Meeting 
make the following report: 

Through the courtesy of Mr. Philip Heald, who 
furnished the transportation, your committee visited 
the Town Forests of Jaffrey and Richmond, N. H. 

At Jaffrey we found the town has, during the 
past few years, made quite extensive plantings of 
pine and spruce to protect the water-shed of their 
town water supply. The planting of pine and spruce 
conserves the rainfall on their water-sheds and also 
by cutting out all deciduous trees saves the pollu- 
tion of their reservoir by decayed leaves. The town 
is each year adding to their plantings and eventu- 
ally plan to have their entire water-shed protected 
by pine and spruce forest. 

Through the courtesy of Mr. Ralph Morgan we 
visited the forests at Richmond, N. H., where we 
found the most extensive forestry program. Rich- 
mond is a town of about 300 inhabitants where ap- 
parently everybody is sold on the idea of properly 
kept forests. We visited some of the plantings of 
young pines and spruce on abandoned farms, also 
Mr. Morgan’s nursery where he has raised and given 
away over 700,000 young pine and spruce trees. 
We also visited a hard wood forest which has been 
improved by pruning, cutting out weed trees and 
thinning and where disease control work has been 
done. 

Your committee believe that it would be for the 
interest of the Town of Wilton to do some forestry 
work along the line of protecting and maintaining 
forest lands along our highways, for protection of 
town water-sheds and for general beautification and 
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recreational purposes, as well as for its educational 
value to owners of timber land, who could see and 
study the benefit and value of forestry work done 
under scientific management. We note too that 
other towns which have been fortunate enough to 
acquire forest lands by gift or otherwise have re- 
ceived considerable income from such lands, for ex- 
ample, the town of Danville, N. H., has a\fund of 
about $10,000 in the bank received from the forest 
operations on its 75 acres of forest land. 

In view of the fact that Mr. Harvey W. Frye is 
to present the Town of Wilton with a tract of land 
on the Wilton Center highway and that there are in 
view some other gifts of a like nature to come, your 
committee would make the following recommenda- 
tions, V1Z.:

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


The Wilton School Board submits the following re- 
port: 


Our superintendent, Mr. Vernon 8S. Ames, was 
elected again by the school district of the six towns, 
Lyndeboro, Greenville, Mason, New Ipswich, Temple 
and Wilton, and has continued his excellent work in 
supervising the schools. 


The Abbott Hill and Wilton Center Schools were 
maintained this year, the Intervale, Kimball Heights, 
Davisville and West Wilton Schools remaining 
closed. 


We are maintaining the following transportation 
routes: 


State 
Allowance Pupils 
Intervale to village $720 $360 25 
Davisville to village 540 540 6 
Kimball Heights to village 432 432 10 
West Wilton to Center 360 2 


Since we are transporting both high school and 
grade pupils from Intervale, the state allows only 
half this route, although if we maintained a school 
there at $1250 yearly, they would allow the full 
amount. Full allowance is made on Davisville and 
Kimball Heights routes. The West Wilton route is 
not allowed as children live within two miles of the 
Center school. 


We have considered the possibility of running 
a bus starting from the village, picking up the chil- 
dren at the Center, continuing to West Wilton and 
then following the road down through the Intervale 
district. While this route would of course, cost more 
money, it probably would not exceed the cost of the 
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present Intervale transportation and West Wilton 
transportation and would enable us to bring in 
not only the grade children but all the high school 
pupils in the Wilton Center and West Wilton dis- 
tricts and would save the cost of two rural schools. 
In other words, if we figure the cost of these two 
schools as $2500 yearly, the transportation route 
could be maintained for probably $2000 and 
it would certainly be economy for the _ state and 
town to handle the situation in that fashion. 


The grades in the village school have been con- 
tinued with a room and teacher for each grade. In 
the high school, we have continued the Academic, 
Domestic Arts and Mechanical Arts courses with 
practically an equal enrollment in each division. We 
have also maintained the present curriculum which 
seems to be giving satisfactory results both as to 
general education and also enables the graduates to 
successfully pass their college examinations. 


Mrs. Edna J. Gilbert was engaged not only as 
school nurse but as town nurse as well and has also 
extended her services in school work, to several of 
the neighboring towns and has worked very effect- 
ively with our school physicians, keeping a careful 
check on the children’s health and recommending to 
parents such medical attention as was found to be 
desirable. 


By far, the most serious situation that confronts 
the schools today is the proper instruction of a much 
larger high school. This has grown to the amount 
estimated last year so that the enrollment is now 
110. As far as we can estimate, this will reach 125 
or more next year. You will note from the super- 
intendent’s report that the total school attendance 
has increased from approximately 300 to 400 pupils 
in the last ten years with an increase of from 66 to 
125 for next year in the high school proper. There 
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has also been an increase in the seventh and eighth 
grades of 10 to 15 pupils in the same period of time, 
the estimated attendance for next year being 65. 
This means that in the junior and senior high 
schools, we will have a total attendance next year of 
190 pupils. We have 28 tuition pupils in high school 
from neighboring towns at $80 per pupil. It is desir- 
able to continue this arrangement as far as we can. 
The receipt of $2240 tuition helps our budget ma- 
terlally. The towns are grouped around Wilton and 
find it a logical business center. A larger school 
makes possible economies in the division of classes 
and instructors and enables us to present the sub- 
ject matter more effectively. In general, if we did 
not have this additional attendance, we would still 
need as large a teaching staff. 


The problem of a larger high school divides it- 
self into the provision of an effective teaching staff 
for this larger group and the necessary class room 
space. A committee was appointed at the last 
school meeting and has been working diligently to 
secure advantageous plans for the expansion of the 
high school building both from the townspeople as 
a whole and from the various members of the 
school staff and plan to present a complete report. 
We trust in the consideration of any expansion, that 
not only the present needs but also future needs will 
be taken into consideration. A general plan of 
school expansion should be blocked out and tenta- 
tive plans drawn and the project carried forward 
as soon as the needs of the school require instead of 
small additions from time to time which would not 
necessarily fit into a future development. Suggested 
ideas divide themselves into two groups. One which 
considers the addition of a second wing to the pres- 
ent building and another which plans for a separate 
building. The fundamental decision in either case 
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would depend on what we may visualize as our fu- 
ture school and this in turn depends on the respect- 
ive attendance in grades and high school. 


There has been little if any increase in popula- 
tion in any New Hampshire towns in the last fifty 
to a hundred years, the increase in population being 
almost wholly in the cities. In other words, the rural 
communities are supporting no greater population 
and in many cases, are supporting less than at any 
time. It remains to be seen therefore, whether there 
will be an increase in this particular community 
reaching out towards a larger population and devel- 
oping into the large town or city class or whether it 
will remain the center of a rural population. 

The only feature that could expand a community 
into a large town or city would be its development ~ 
into either a center of commerce or an industrial 
center. Geographically, Wilton is not likely to de- 
velop as a large trading center so that any large in- 
crease in population would depend on increase in 
industries. We cannot foresee a very great increase 
since there is little if any space for industry to grow. 
The only possibility in this direction might be the 
building up of the large plain between Wilton and 
Milford and any large developments there would be 
a problem for the Milford rather than the Wilton 
schools. Any increase in population, therefore, 
would be due to an increase in the present small in- 
dustries together with a possible increase in the 
town as a summer residential district, although this 
latter type of population adds little to the attend- 
ance of the schools. While we might, therefore, in 
the next twenty to thirty years have an increase in 
school population from 400 up to 500 or 600 pupils, 
it is not likely that we would exceed this amount. 


We have continued to defer any renewing of the 
boys’ toilets until some plans were settled upon for 
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school expansion. This is something we would like 
to take care of certainly this year. Since the plans 
are uncertain, we have not been able to draw up 
any detailed estimates but the cost of this work, 
however, would be approximately $1500, this in- 
cluding the installation of new closets and urinals 
and the arrangement of a suitable room, etc., in the 
present basement. If it should be decided not to 
make any school expansion which would be avail- 
able for the next school year, we plan tentatively to 
move the laboratory into the basement room which 
is now used for boys’ recess which would make the 
present laboratory available for class room instruc- 
tion. We can also divide the present first grade 
room into two rooms and handle the first and second 
grades in these rooms. This will enable us to bring 
the sixth grade down to the first floor, still maintain- 
ing one class per room and making the second floor 
available for the seventh and eighth grades and the 
four classes of the high school, and while there will 
still be some crowding and a more or less difficult 
schedule to develop, it will take care of the situation 
for the present without moving any of the school 
into outside quarters. 

While the seating capacity of the school is es- 
sential for a given number of pupils, it is even more 
important to insure a suitable teaching staff. Dur- 
ing the last ten years, we have seen the need of 
splitting our grades into separate divisions instead 
of teaching two grades in one room under one teach- 
er and these classes are still well within reasonable 
bounds so that we could take care of quite an addi- 
tion of pupils with our present grade teaching staff. 
It is in our high school that we have seen the largest 
growth however, and in which we may expect addi- 
tional increase in the number and chiaracter of the 
instructors. 
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Our present teaching staff divides itself some- 
what as follows: 

Headmaster, Mathematics 

Submaster, Science and Mechanical Arts 

Instructor, Latin and French 

Instructor, English 

Instructor, Junior Mathematics and English 

Instructor, Domestic Arts 


It will be noted that there are approximately 30 
pupils per teacher. We have added to this staff this 
year, an instructor to help the headmaster and sub- 
master in some of their classes, giving half his time 
to this and half to musical supervision. It is very 
desirable that the headmaster have considerable 
time available for consultation with School Board, 
superintendent, teachers, pupils and parents, and 
also have free time to supervise the work of other 
teachers in the high school so that the progress of 
the pupils and their degree of preparation can be 
checked up closely. While the superintendent is 
supposed to do this, it must be realized that he has 
only two days available in all the Wilton schools 
and he can give very little time, therefore, to actual 
work of this type. As it is now, the headmaster has 
practically no time clear of actual class room in- 
struction. It would seem desirable, therefore, next 
year, to have an instructor give full time instead of 
only half time to subject matter now handled by the 
headmaster and we have included such an amount 
in our budget, planning to have the musical super-_ 
vision taken care of as in previous years. 

There is another feature in our schools which is 
developing due to the increased numbers and that is 
the lack of suitable supervision already commented 
upon. There are six towns in our present union with 
eighteen School Board members. The time of the 
superintendent is roughly divided over each teacher 
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so that the expenses of the union district are pro- 
portioned in the same manner. On this basis, Wil- 
ton pays approximately 40% and receives supervi- 
sion for roughly two days out of the five per week. 
In return, the state pays the superintendent’s salary 
allowing a maximum of $2000. This of course, is 
not sufficient to secure a superintendent capable of 
managing the present union, so that towns con- 
tribute to make up the excess salary. The superin- 
tendent at present receives $8700 yearly and pro- 
vides his own transportation which costs $600 to 
$700. The other expenses of the union are for cler- 
ical work and minor expenses, totalling $500 to 
$600, the total expense of the union being $4300. 
There is a per capita state tax for supervision of $2 
per pupil which will amount to $750 in Wilton and 
other towns contribute a like amount per pupil or a 
total of $1875. The difference between this amount 
and $4300 is pro-rated among the towns based on 
the number of teachers. As far as Wilton is con- 
cerned, therefore, we pay $750 direct to the state 
and $1000 which is our share of the excss amount, 
or a total of $1750. 


It would be a much better arrangement for Wil- 
ton if we had our own superintendent who would 
then have sufficient time to not only supervise the 
grades but would also be able to give close and in- 
tensive supervision to the high school. He would be 
in Wilton 100 per cent of his time. This would be a 
much more effective plan than having the man in 
charge of the schools absent three days a_ week. 
There is much that can be done by daily supervi- 
sion that cannot be accomplished by a superintend- 
ent who must spend most of his time away. Allow- 
ing for the cost of transportation, the superintend- 
ent is receiving $3000 a year. We already pay $1750 
of this amount and must plan to pay another $1250 
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to give our headmaster free time to do the supervi- 
sion which should properly be taken care of by the 
superintendent. This is a problem which should be 
given careful consideration because after all, the 
success of the schools dopends on the management 
and the most important factor of this is the man in 
charge of the schools, and if he must divide his ac- 
tivities over a large district, there is no question but 
that Wilton cannot have as efficient a school as they 
could with 100 per cent management. 

As a whole, our pupils stand high as compared 
with pupils in other schools and our gradu'ates are 
doing excellent work after graduation. Full credit 
for this should be given to the entire school staff 
and to the citizens who have supported the school 
with ample funds and intelligent interest in school 
needs.

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ANNUAL STATEMENT CONCERNING SCHOOL 
DEBT 


At the date of our last report our total indebted- 
ness was eighteen thousand, five hundred dollars. 
This included eight thousand-dollar notes of the 
first series and of the second series, eight thousand- 
dollar notes and five of five hundred each. July 1, 
1929, one note of the first series was paid, leaving 
in this series an indebtedness of seven thousand dol- 
lars, one note maturing July 1 of each year until all 
have been paid. 

Of the second series one thousand-dollar note 
was paid January 1, 1930. The payment of this 
series is distributed over a period of seventeen in- 
stead of fifteen years. 

Our total indebtedness is now sixteen thousand, 
five hundred dollars, requiring until further reduced 
interest to the amount of eight hundred and twenty- 
five dollars annually.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Wilton: 
I submit my seventh annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


School Organization 

There has been an unusually small number of 
changes in the teaching force since my last report. 
In the high school staff there has been no change ex- 
cept that Mr. Howard Abbott has been engaged to 
teach part time in the high school, and relieve the 
headmaster for more supervisory work. 

In the grades Miss Mabel Worledge is in charge 
of grade five. She is a graduate of Plymouth Nor- 
mal School and has had three years’ teaching ex- 
perience in the upper grades of Temple. Miss Paul- 
ine Kelley has grade three. She was graduated from 
Keene Normal School last June and was with us for 
a nine-week period as cadet teacher last spring. 
Miss Bertha Patenaude is teaching grade one. She 
is a graduate of Keene Normal School last June. 
Miss Georgianna Littlefield, a graduate of Plymouth 
Normal School last June, has the Centre School. 
Mrs. Whitehead was released from her contract at 
the Abbott Hill School at the Christmas vacation 
and Mrs. Alice Smith from Milford has taken her 
place. Mrs. Smith is a teacher of several years ex- 
perience both in Vermont and New Hampshire. 

After three years of efficient service in the six 
towns of this Supervisory Union, Miss Blanche Bow- 
den resigned and the music teaching in Wilton has 
been taken over by Mr. Howard Abbott, in addition 
to his high school teaching. 

The statistical table following this report shows 
the enrollment and attendance for last year and for 
the first sixteen weeks of the current year. You will 
note that the per cent of attendance and of tardiness 
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was practically the same as the state average for the 
school year 1928-1929. 

The table below shows the enrollment in the va- 
rious schools over a period of ten years and is pre- 
sented in order to show the trends in our school 
population.

It is ten years since the school law first provided 
for a standard school year of thirty-six weeks. Since 
1924 no school in New Hampshire has had less than 
thirty-six weeks. School enrollment has increased 
and the per cent of attendance has been raised from 
91 to 94.5. Pupils are staying in school longer—8&5 
per cent now complete the eighth grade as com- 
pared with 75% ten years ago; 67% enter high 
school in place of 55%; 48% graduate from high 
school instead of 31%; 23% continue their schooling 
beyond high school instead of 11%. 

High school enrollment has increased from 
12,087 to 16,097, an increase of 33% in ten years, 
with only 5% increase in elementary schools. 

While every school in the state is open for at 
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least thirty-six weeks, the number of days school is 
actually in session varied last year from 169 to 187. 
The average for the state was 177 and this average 
has been maintained for the past four years. Wil- 
ton’s elementary schools on a thirty-six weeks sched- 
ule were open 17314 days last year, a number which 
was exceeded by 197 towns, equalled by nine others, 
and only 34 towns had fewer days of school. Our 
schools were closed four days last year for holidays, 
two for teachers’ institutes, and one-half day for the 
school exhibit. Most other towns are closing schools 
for fewer holidays. Our school calendar could read- 
ily be revised to eliminate two or three holidays. 
Our high school on a thirty-eight week schedule was 
open 18314 days, a number which was exceeded by 
only two towns and equalled by one other. 


Supervision 

The division of my time between class room vis- 
iting or supervision, and office work does not vary 
materially from last year, and as usual a consider- 
able part of the office work has to do with the tab- 
ulating and interpreting of the scores from standard 
tests. The Stanford Achievement Tests were con- 
tinued last year as in former years and the results 
were in general handled in the same manner as indi- 
cated in last year’s report. 

The standardized test in silent reading mention- 
ed last year was repeated in October 1929 and the 
results compared with those obtained a year previ- 
ous. The class work in silent reading during the 
year interval between tests laid emphasis upon the 
particular features in which the first test showed the 
pupils to be deficient, and the pupils who scored D 
or E on the first test were given special attention. 
The results of the second test indicate that our ef- 
forts were effective to a considerable degree, since 
there were 11% fewer pupils getting scores of D or E 
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than in the first test. This must stand, however, as a 
record of progress and not of complete attainment 
of the goal for there are still at least 8% more pupils 
getting D’s and E’s than would be expected in a 
normal group of pupils. 

Besides these two series of tests given for pur- 
pose of measurement, several other types of tests 
are being used frequently by the teachers for diag- 
nostic purposes. An oral reading test is used in the 
first three grades by means of which the teachers 
determine from time to time what progress each 
child is making and in what respect improvement 
should be made. Similarly two types of language 
tests are used at intervals through the year to check 
up on the pupils’ progress in mastering the correct 
use of language forms. 

While these standardized tests and many other 
less formal tests devised by the teachers are useful 
in certain fields we must keep constantly in mind 
the fact that there are many more phases of edu- 
cation that do not yield to such exact measurement, 
and also the fact that progressive attainment in 
those phases not readily measured is probably more 
important in the equipment of our young folks fir 
their future lives than the things we are thus able to 
measur.e

The High School 


Our prediction of increased enrollment in the 
high school as presented in the table on page 96 of 
last year’s report has been justified. The total en- 
rollment for the current year is 111 and our estimate 
for next year is 125 at least, distributed by classes 
and by courses as indicated in the table below (the 
figures in parenthesis show the number of tuition 
pupils in each group.)

Rather than crowd one of the elemntary grades 
out of the building into other quarters we have 
crowded the high school and junior high into the 
limited space that was occupied by them the previ- 
ous year. This was possible only by assigning a con- 
siderable group of pupils to the Laboratory where 
we could provide them with chairs but not with 
desks in which to keep their books and papers. Af- 
ter the classes were assigned to their recitation 
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rooms for each period, the pupils engaged in study 
had to be distributed among the same rooms wher- 
ever there was room for them; consequently many 
pupils were handicapped in their study and fre- 
quently the seats and desks they must occupy were 
too large or too small for their comfort. Further in- 
crease in enrollment such as we expect next year, 
will increase the difficulties; in fact more room will 
doubtless have to be taken for the high school, and 
the elementary grades crowded or provided for 
elsewhere. 

The additional teaching periods required by the 
necessity of dividing the Laboratory classes and 
some of the Domestic Arts classes was provided in 
part by increasing the number of teaching periods 
in the case of Miss Melcher, and also by engaging 
an additional teacher part time to take care of the 
laboratory work and some of the study periods. 
This last was made necessary by the greater de- 
mands upon the headmaster’s time for supervising 
and directing the work of an overcrowded school. 

The expected increase next year will be dis- 
tributed among the classes in such a way that prob- 
ably no further increase of teaching time will be 
required unless the Physics class should have to be 
divided into three groups for laboratory work. 

The high standard of the graduates of our high 
school has been maintained by the members of last 
year’s class who have gone to College or Normal 
School. The work in all of our schools appears to be 
of a high grade this year. This is due chiefly to the 
ability of the teachers and in no small degree also 
to the fine spirit and interest shown by the citizens 
as well as the school officials.

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HEADMASTER’S REPORT 


To the Superintendent and School Board of Wilton: 


I herewith submit my ninth annual report as 
headmaster of Wilton High School. 


The congestion in our senior high school would 
have caused great disorder this year if the teachers 
had not had the friendly co-operation of the pupils. 
While I recognize the true value of the teacher, the 
home, and the church to children, I believe that we 
must not underestimate the tremendous influence of 
the pupils upon each other. Members of the lower 
classes look to members of the upper classes for 
their guidance more than we generally credit. It is 
essential that the members of the upper classes have 
high ideals. Young people naturally form them- 
selves into coteries or cliques either organized or un- 
organized which rapidly develop into strong factors 
for good or evil. It requires more skill and patience 
on the part of a teacher to strengthen the good and 
discourage the bad among the groups of the eddy- 
ing student body than it does to teach English, Latin 
or mathematics. The huddling of pupils in rooms 
where some try to study while others recite has in- 
tensified this condition. 

We have such organized clubs as The Athletic 
Association, Boys’ Basketball Squad, Girls’ Basket- 
ball Squad, Debating Club, Glee Club, Orchestra, 
French Club, and Art Club. In club work and ath- 
letics as in class work we emphasize that it is the 
boy or girl who tries hard and can take defeat with 
a smile that wins. 

Why do pupils drop out of school? There are 
many causes, but I believe there is no one influence 
as strong as the wrong kind of cliques. Boys’ cliques 
often form in the second or third grades. If not 
properly guided they may be recognized by the de- 


92 


struction of property and a saucy attitude toward 
older people. These cliques persist until they dash 
themselves to pieces in the eighth grade or first year 
of high school. 


Girls’ cliques form at about the seventh grade 
and if not properly guided soon have distorted 
ideas. One detects them by the late hours they are 
on the streets, their attitude at dances and their 
general conduct. These girls generally drop out of 
school early or are held in only by the strong influ- 
ence of parents, teachers and friends. 


I do not wish to intimate that these boys and 
girls are bad but that being thoughtless and mis- 
guided they lose interest in school. Fortunately most 
boys and girls take a strong stand early in school 
life for right things. These children are interested | 
in their work, enjoy their school, and help hold our 
standards high, both in education and conduct. 


I have prepared as a part of this report a table 
giving the names of the ten pupils earning the high- 
est averages in rank during the first half-year of 
1929-30. This table also states their class, their po- 
sition in school, their extra curricula activities, and 
the number of years, including the first half of 
1929-30 as a year, that they have earned “A”’ in 
each subject. This table shows that high ranked 
pupils are generally leaders in extra curricula ac- 
tivities, especially in their junior and senior years. 

One of the best pieces of work along the lines of 
helping boys and girls was done last year when Mr. 
Streeter with the boys and Miss Blodgett with the 
girls of the seventh, eighth, ninth and tenth grades 
practiced basketball in a hall which we had to use 
through the kindness of the Community Club. This 
year as no hall has been available, the work has 
been dropped. 

Coaches come in closer contact with pupils than

teachers do. We are very fortunate to have Miss 
Barron and Mr. Hurley for this work. Good work 
along these lines has been done by Miss Ryder with 
the Debating Club, Miss Melcher with the Art Club, 
and Mr. Abbott with the orchestra. The teacher 
who can play with her pupils at recreation periods 
and maintain good control in her classes is the salt 
of her profession. 

It is desirable to have our pupils decide early 
what they intend to do after graduation. It makes 
it easier to obtain admission to college but the great- 
est benefit is generally in the quality of school work 
as soon as a pupil has a fixed purpose. Seven out 
of eleven seniors have definite plans for next year, 
two more intend to go to school but have not decid- 
ed where. Many of the juniors and sophomores 
and even a few freshmen have begun to plan what 
they will do. 

Out of the nineteen graduates of the Class of 
1929, three entered New Hampshire State Uni- 
versity; two Wheaton College; two Keene Normal 
School; one Worcester Polytechnic Institute; one 
Dartmouth College; five have had their applications 
accepted at hospital training schools, and five are 
working in good positions. 

Again I wish to thank the teachers and pupils 
for their loyalty, the parents for their support, and 
the Superintendent and School Board for their kind- 
ness and help.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 
November 21, 1928 to June 21, 1929 


To the Superintendent and School Board of Wilton: 

Daily visits were made to the village school and 
weekly visits to the rural schools, monthly visits to 
Temple, and monthly or semi-monthly to New 
Ipswich, depending on the condition of the road. 
The children in all schools and the first six grades in 
the village school were weighed and measured 
monthly. Rapid inspection monthly and more often 
if any suspicious rash appeared. Fortunately we did 
not have any contagious epidemic. 

Several children were taken to Nashua for spe- 
cial examination in co-operation with the State De- 
partment of Tuberculosis. 

The local doctors assisted the State Board of 
Health in giving toxin-anti-toxin to the children in 
Wilton and New Ipswich. Milk which was obtained 
of Mr. Charles Frye was placed in the village school 
for the small sum of twenty cents per week. In the 
rural schools the children carried milk from home to 
be taken at recess. 

A number cof parents availed themselves of the 
opportunity afforded them at the clinic for the re- 
moval of tonsils and adenoids, a greater number re- 
fused. In many instances where it was much need- 
ed, however, we hope in the near future they will 
realize that removal of tonsils and adenoids when 
necessary will help their children not only in health 
but in progress in their studies. 

All children were examined by Dr. Elkins, D. 
D.S., and 107 were treated as follows:

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A SCHOOL HEALTH SKETCH. 


The annual physical examination of Wilton 
school children was completed in October, 1929, by 
the local school physicians, the school nurse acting 
as clerk. 

Each child was weighed and measured previous 
to the physical examination and again in January, 
1930. Notices were sent to the parents of children 
who were more than ten per cent under average 
weight for age and height if the general condition 
of the child seemed to warrant it. Grades I, II, and 
III were given weight statements to carry home in 
November and February. 

Vision tests are completed. Several vision de- 
fects have been corrected, and a lighting problem 
discovered and corrected in Grade III class room. 
The Vision follow-up clinic is scheduled for Febru- 
ary vacation week with Dr. Nutter of Nashua. 

For the April recess a tonsil and adenoid clinic 
is planned. Dr. Kittredge and Dr. Powers are co- 
operating. 

In November the Schick test was given to ninety- 
one pupils, several pre-school children and adults at 
a T. A. T. clinic, at Wilton High School. Children 
were carried in from Center and Abbott Hill 
Schools. The clinic was under the jurisdiction of the 
State Board of Maternity and Infancy Nurse, Miss 
Hurley. Dr. Weaver of the State Board of Health, 
Dr. Hatch and Dr. Rice co-operated, each giving a 
part of the innoculations. Mrs. W. G. Abbott Jr. as- 
sisted and also the local nurse. 

Miss Hurley reported several suspicious and one 
positive reaction on her second visit. The suspicious 
scars were re-read by Miss Hurley at a later date 
and pronounced O. K. at that time. 

Two children who were overlooked at Wilton 
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were taken by Mrs. Gilbert to New Boston for sus- : 
ceptibility test at a T. A. T. clinic there. 

A Dental Clinic wherein Dr. Elkins gave routine 
dental inspection, Grades I to XII, the nurse assist- 
ing, has been very effective. Ninety-seven pupils 
have complete dental corrections, to date. 

It is the practice of the nurse to spend an hour 
in the school building daily, when possible the first 
hour of the school day, and additional time as re- 
quired. Class room visits are made, first aid render- 
ed, and minor follow-up dressings are done at this 
time. Practical simple asepsis is demonstrated to 
children with slight injuries, more serious ones are 
referred to family physicians. Children who have 
been absent because of illness are interviewed, and 
many times ill children are accompanied to their 
homes. 

Thirty-three children are having milk as a mid- 
morning lunch. Milk is being provided for several 
children without charge by interested townspeople. 

During an epidemic or when a possible epidemic 
is feared as in October of last year, each child with 
a probable contact is given daily individual super- 
vision during the incubation period of the disease 
to which he may have been exposed. 

The aim of School Health Supervision is largely 
to keep the child well, rather than to make him 
well, to co-operate with his family and his physician 
in so doing, and of course to keep the child because 
he is well uninterruptedly in school.
